■Hr< Beaven- asked wbeu the Icador of the 
gOYernment expGoted to be able to furuinh u 
return of the grant of certain portions of 
English Bay laud to the Canadian Fuoifio 
railway compauy.

WOOI.KN MILI.. 

, Mr. John rajved that an order 
be granted for a return of all 
correapoadenco since January, 18S1. 
botween the pr.ivincial govarti- 
ment and any person or persons who 
have made application for the bonus of- 
fered by statute for tho erection of a 
woolen mill within tho province. 

Seconded by Mr. DiiigwiiU and nnrripd. 

Hon. Mr. Davie rt.skcd for the Spt'iikur'ti 
mling upon the cousolidation of statutes 
■ bill, 

The Speaker explained that when the 
main object of a bill was a grant of money 
it ahoald inYariably be brouRbt in by a com- 
mittea of (be whole, bnt when brought in 
inoideutally. before that portiou of it relat- 
ing to auoh t;rant could be puBsod it would 
hare to be reported' on by a proliminury 
oommittoe. In the latter case it had been 
the custom to italicise tho.so portions relat- 
ing to expenditure, when it wan understood 
that as pnHsed in oominittee of tho whole, 
these parts of the lulhvere notincluded until 
reported upon aa previously mentioned. 
The bill could bo r«nd a second time, and 
also obnalderod iu committee of the whole, 
Bubject to the qualiUcation above luen- 
ttoaed, 

Hon. Mr. Davie accepted the ruiinp, 
which, being an itnprocant one, it would 
bo juat as well to placd upon t' e min- 
uteB. The alatutoa h^d been revised in 
187-1 and also in 1877 and thougli they 
had been used fur relurmice were not bind- 
ing in any way, fur they had never in fact 
been localized. It wu now pruponed to 
submit the wnrk nf consolidation to two 
commiasinneiB whu wnuld be thoroughly 
competent, and the leault uf their work 
would be submitted at the next legisla- 
tive assembly, and after a reasonable time 
the governintint wnuld ask that the con- 
solidated laws bo accepted. As it now 
stood justices of tho pence were called up- 
on to adjudicate upon cases the laws af- 
fecting which e.xreijded in an unrevised 
form over a period ot ton years, and he 
thought it desirable tu have the whole of 
the statutes in one or two volumes. Pie 
did i,ot think the expense would be very 
great, and also that it was only necessary 
to have two coinmiasionera, with tfie at- 
torney- general perhaps as a member cm; 
offirio, though ho might say he did not ex- 
pect to ba able to give that time to the 
task which were he one of the appointed 
commiaaiouers the importance of the work 
would call for from him. What the re- 
muneration would bo would be largely do- 
pencjent upon tho time and labor involved 
^}iB work. The prinljtig could be done in 
the goyernment printing office. He 
^tio^ght tti%t all qifembera of the houao 
^ould agree tt)at it wag necessary that 
ravision should take place, and it was 
witl) tliis conviction that ho had the hon 
or of moving tho second reading of the 
bill. 

Tt was resolved that the decision of the 
Speaker be placed on the orders of the 
house. 

Mr. Boavon said there was one point 
which tho attorney-general had not re- 
ferred tn, which WHS the possibility of 
the consolidation of certain of the statutiBB 
infringinif on what was strictly Dominion 
procedure. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the ojtjection 
raised was an important one, but might 
be mot by tho statutas being embodied in 
two volumes — one containing those laws 
which could be aafclv consolidated with- 
out apprehension of their being referred 
back by the Dominion authorities, and 
the other oontaining those which might 
be thus dealt with by the iatti»r govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Qalbraith thought it would not |ie 
fair to the province that the services of 
the judges shouI<| be utilizecj in a work of 



this kind. He spoke without sarcasm, 

for he well appreciated the services of the 
judiciary, but considering the amount of 
work they were cal'ed upon do and tho 
extremely slow way in which it waa con- 
ducted they would not bo able to devote, 
without' prejudice to thoir other labors, 
the time necessary for the supervision of 
such an' important work. Ho suggested 
that a legal committoo bo f;rst forinod to 
make a general review of tho old statutes 
and thus leasen the arduouaness of the 
inoro rosponsiblo work tiiat would follow. 

Hon. dttorney-geiioral thought there 
were few statutes with which the province 
had notj,theTpHwer to d5al.,-^ J&is to thejap- 
pointment of bommissionersi thttt was n 
mere question of exiJouBe, but the house 
could rest aasured that tho best legal 
talunt obtainablo would bo called into ox- 
orcise and the result of the consolidation 
submitted to the parliaiment during its 
present session.' ' 

Bill passed secciild reading.' Hoilse 
wont into committee; Mr. Semlin in the 
chair. Uoniniittee ruse and reported and 
asked leave to sit again. Carried. 
.. Comiutlteo will sit again .un Monday 
next. 

RAILWAY BKLT SETTLKSI KNT— (aD.T0U11NK1> 
DKBATB.) 

Mr. Semlin was aware that this govern- 
ment with commendable alacrity had is- 
sued pamphlets, which were largely circu- 
lated abroad, ahowini,' that there wua a 
lar^ie area of agricultural land for settle- 
ment. The attitude this governnieut, had 
pursued in urging the Dominion govern 
ment to settle the claims of those who 
had fottled within (he mainland railway 
belt was a strong conlraat to its treiitinont 
of many settlers on provincial hiiida— a 
contrast that did not reflect credit upon 
the. province. The casos were parallel as 
regarded-therrights of iie,ttlerBi^.:within or 
withoiit the riiilway boltT^.'bul it'^'seemed 
clear now that the pri>vinco did not intend 
tu recuRnize the cluinia of thuso who had 
settled on provincial lands, elainiiiii,' that 
they were not bona Jido settlors, but law- 
yers, bankers, ex-politicians and so on. 
But all the squatters were: not- of those 
cliisaek (iiiuntiuning the'ln^^iesj'^l a^huiia- 
ber of other persons). ' He re'rifembered 
hearing, over a year ago, the provincial 
secretary aay he did not have any interest 
ill tho liasting.H Mills property, but he also 
remembered reading in a newspaper ot » 
suit that since then had taken place, in 
which a witness insisted upon stating that 
at one time the honorable gentleman 
(provincial secretary) had been pecuniar- 
ly iiitereated in tho propenv- Hl" !ii:d 
naver heard any answer in this ruym d 
from the honorable geiitleinaii, and h.opeU 
he ^ould explain. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said: Taking the 
last first, I was struck with tho conrrast 
presented botween t!ie lion, member who 
has just spoken and his loader. The 
former took occasion to compliment me 
upon the resolution. The latter did the 
very opposite. But the object of the 
bun. gentleman iu comptitnentiDg mo in 
this instance appears to be to contrast my 
conduct towards the se'tlera on the rail- 
way lands with niy conduct towurda cer 
*.^in so-called Bf|uattera at False creek a 
yi/ar ago. Ho also referred to another 
kidt of squattera on crown lands immedi- 
ately weat of Port Moody, which ho as- 
serts were, like the others, induced by 
government painphleta to come to the 
province, and who aro now being 
badly used by the goveriiineiit. "I am in 
a position to inform the hon. member 
that ho is mistaken. 'There are only two 
so-called squatters, and they are nut near 
Port Moody, but in tho vicinity of False 
creek. One '>f tlioin ia a clergyman, who 
has been many years in the country, long 
before the present government came into 
power; the other has been some twenty- 
dve years in tho country, and therefore 
neither of them could.^ have; been iiiHu- 
onced by pitmphluts referred to in coming 
to tho province. These two sijual-tora 
have not yet had whatever claims they 
may im.Tgino iheiuaelves to pnsaess 
dealt with at all. It ia, therefore, 
premature for the honorable gentleman to 
aaaert that they have been badly treated. 
Tho honorable gentleman refers to certain 
ovidenoo given in "court, and suggests that 
in making a personal statement a year ago, 
to the effect that I did not own in the 
"Hastings Mill purchase," I must have' 
stated what was not accurate. I ana not 
responsible for the ovidonco referred to 
any more than I wuuld vouch for the ac- 
curacy of the newspaper reprint of it; but 
this I do knuw, and stand prepared to 
prove, if neceasiary, that I do not now and 
never did own in the property referred to. 

Now, to revert to tho subject of 
tho False creek squatters, which 
occupied so much of the time of the house 
litMt year, and which every boiiorabte mem- 
ber on tho opposition benches has had the 
indiscretion to taunt the government with 
in the course of this debate, muat express 
surprise that my honorable friend (the mem- 
ber for Yale) and Romo of the olht r honor- 
able uioniberH who .sit and vjtr with liini, 
should hnva dared to taunt the ^ovLTumeut 
with having acted unfairly tovarda what he 
calls squatteiH, but who, in reality wore 
conspirators. I am not so mneh HiirpriHed 
at the leader of the opposition, a.s he had 
not the same opportunities of ascertainiug 
the trno inwardnoss of that couHpiraey. If 
it were necessary I could (uilighten hint. "I 
could a tale unfold" which would cause' my 
houornblo friend's "knotted and eonihineil 
locks to part, and each particular hair to 
stand oil end ilke (jnills upon the fretful 
pc)icupiiie. " (Laughter. 1 1 may, however, 
bo permitted to atate a few facts connected 
with that cunHpiraey. Six claims, aggro- 
gating 9(iU acres, were covered by the con- 
spiracy, and they Ihi-maelves estim'atcd 
them at half ii million. To show how 
thoroughly conscious those conspirators 
were of the badness of their claim to these 
lauds, I am in a position to slate, 
Mr. Speaker, that before last aeasiou, 
before ever their case had come before tho 
house, four-fifths I'f the property, four- 
fifths of property valued at half a million, 
was actually offered as a gift in order to 
get a title ! ' Not only were theae olfera 
made in writing before tho legislature met, 
but these conspirators subaeciuently in- 
vaded this house, and oven entered tho 
sacred precincts of tho committee room ! 
But to tho credit of the members of the 
house be it said, when the vote came to 
bo taken more than two to one stood by 
the government in their determination to 
resist a bold attempt to commit a great 
wrong upon the people 1 It was, I repeat, 
most creditable to tho house that honorable 
meiubers had p^'oved themselves capable 
o^ resisting the dazfzling bait of half a mil- 



lion that had been- teihptitigly dangled be 
fore their eyes. It is under these circum- 
stances and in view of these and other 
facts which might be stated, that I con- 
tend tho opposition, instead of taunting 
tho glivernmont, ought to stand up and 
compliment it for having guarded the 
public interests against such a desperate 
conspiracy. 

The motion was then carried. 

VICTORIA AND SAANIUU RAILWAY. 

Mr. MoTavish in moving the second 
reading'of the bill pointed out how tho 
oonstructioh would provide employ inont 
formally while men; also Iho facilities 
which it would utl'ord to the Saanich 
farmers, and enable them to drive the 
Chinese gardeners out of the market. 
[Hear ] In order to guarantee tho bona 
Jide nature of the work tho promoters had 
bound thumselves to deposit §10,000 as a 
security which should ho thought en- 
titled them tu receivo every reasonable 
consideration. 

Mr. Dunamuir said he thought clause 
19 swept away aU:r8Btri8>ion8^-%sve them 
power to ■oros's'any' ro'atis', streets or fields 
— gave them a roving commission in fact. 
Ho thought that tho interests of the pub- 
lic required greater govormnontal control 
over tho route than this clause implied. 
In committee ho aliould inovo that all 
parts of the consolidated railway act of 
Canada should apply to the bill. Ho also 
thought that tna true limit for deposit 
should be made thirty instead of ninety 
days. 

Hon. Mr. Kobson intended suppnrting 
the bill, subject to .flertatu amendments. 
Ho was glad' to ' see capital coming for- 
ward to enter upon such ontorprisea, and 
believed every mile of railway in the 
province would be a source of wealth to 
It. It would tend to cheapen fuel in 
Victoria, would develop mineral wealth 
and also sdve the roAda about whose' con- 
dition there had lately been complaints. 
But in the interests of tho public this 
house had no right to withdr.iw thoao 
aareguarda which legislature has sur- 
rounded the construction of railways hi 
pana(|B: ,. . 

Mr. Martin said ha should be sorry to 
treat the bill the hon. member for Saan- 
ieh had now moved the accond reading of 
in the way he had treated one which he 
himself had had the honor to move some 
two years ago. Ho was not afraid to state 
that more grain was raised in Spallum- 
oheen alone, to say nothing of Okanatron, 
than was raised in tho whole of the Saan- 
'ch pe insula, and yet the bill he had 
had the honor tu move was stigmati/.od 
by tho mover of the present one as the 
most impudent moaaure over brought be- 
fore this house. Ho should be sorry to 
place any obstacle in the way of tho ad- 
vaiiconient of any portion of tho province, 
whether mainland or island; but to show 
the house that sectional fouling e.xiats 
more in rasidonts of this city than in resi- 
dents of the mainland, he ivouiu (|uuto a 
remark niadeby ohe of the promotora. 
That gentleman stated that the primary 
object of the proaonl bill was to maintain 
the aupriunacy of Victoria. Now, who ia 
responsible for the maiiitonance of this 
sectional feeling between mainland and 
island i Tho residents of Victoria are 
solely to blame for tho existence of this 
feeling. The hon. leader of the apposi- 
tion, some few days ago, had taken him to 
task for not fully explaining a bill which 
ho had introduced, and he acknowledged 
that he had perhaps not explained it as 
fully as ho should have liked, as thi! bill 
had boon handed to him tu move at a very 
late date. But he thought the hun. mem- 
ber for Saanich was in the same position. 
He should like to know the amount of 
grain raised, tho amount likely to be rais- 
ed, the acreage under cultivation, the 
amount likely to bo brought utul«r culti- 
vation and any other statistics in connec 
tion with the proposed road. To refer 
again to tho Okanagon it Spalluinchetn 
railway bill, that was so iunoiiiiiidualy 
treated, he wished to state that tho road 
was a far more eipensivo one to build 
than the one now undor disouaaion, and 
would have opened up a far greater area 
of agrioultaxal lands and the privileges 
asked for, aHhough land, were so guarded 
that tho promoters could not have got a 
cent tnoro for the land than tho price the 
government were soiling it; but, unfor- 
tunately for the promoters c*f that bill, 
they asked for a portion of their land 
grant on Queen Charlotte island, which 
immediately had the effect of making 
ovury i.-4ft\nd member oppoae tho bill. He 
would not oppose the second reading, as 
he did not wish to place hiinaclf in tlie 
unenviablo position occupied by the hon. 
membor for Saanich, now moving the 
bill, but would endeavor to aee some con- 
siderable amendments introduced when 
tho bill was in committee. 

Mr. Drake aaid tho present bill waa imt 
similar to the one reforred to in the 
speech of the honorable mombot' who had 
jutt sat down. The Okanagon bill asked 
fur a large number of acres while this did 
not request either land or money grant 
There waa no doubt that the road woold 
beiieGt tho district, and from what he un- 
derstood of tho honorable member for 
Nanaimo, he did not thinly he would ex- 
pend his money in the ounatruotion of u 
road that gave no proniiae of boing a pay- 
ing inveatment. 

Mr. Dunamuir' — I call the honorable 
gentleman to order ; I may build into all 
the points acceded to me in my charter, 
and the honorable gentleman should not 
have stated differently. He did not know 
his (Mr. Dunamuir's) busineas or inten- 
tions, and no honorable gentleman in the 
house had stated them. It waa but a year 
flinca ho had commenced tho construction 
of the Island road, and they now had 77 
miles of track almost completed, and no 
one could say that there had been any do- 
lay in hurrying its construction. 

Mr. Drake was glad to hoar that it was 
Mr. DuBsmuir's intention to build such 
roads, as tlioy would greatly benelit tho 
districts, but he still thought that gentle- 
man would" not put his hand in his pocket 
and pay out money for the construction 
of tt roilway to Saanich. Ho would give 
tho bill his support, for he considered it 
in the interests of the district and Vic 
toria. . 

Mr. John was strongly in favor of the 
bill, whic^i waa one of (he best 
that had ever been laid on member's 
desks, and waa the only one that provided 
for tho exclusion of Ghineao labor. Aa far 
as ho liad hetird in the district tho railway 
^as lopkod upo^^ with favor, ftad \ie l^opoc\ 



it would meet v-iih tho hearty support of 
tho house. , • , . 

Mr. Cunnihgham said sootioual feeling 

had been 'referred to,' bnt so far as he was 
aware any feeling of that nature was fast 
disappLaring. The prosperity of Victoria 
was remarkable, and he was glad to Hoe it. 
Tho building of the pro))Ofied railway would 
no doubt give groat impetus to the progress 
of Saanich district, and hewould give it his 
hearty support. The more railways they 
had iu tho province the greater would be 
its advancement. 

Mr. Helgeseu thought the bill before 
theiu was u very modest one, and one that 
should have the hearty 8|)ppprtof the house. 
Ho ilid uot'ihink the hbuorable member for 
Nanaimo had the right jtq bnild:into Saan- 
ich, and read from his ohkrter to show that 
thu Saanich peninsula Was not a portion oi 
tho east coast. 

Jlr. Wiltton said though it did not appear 
on the face of it, ho had heard that a mom y 
grant was to bu asked, and it there was he 
would oppose it. He would not favor suoh 
a thing while road tolls were being coUeoted 
o a the Cariboo road. Much bad been made 
of ;he clause excluding Chinese, but'tbere 
V'as uo penalty attached to It, and it would 
b'; absolutely worthle.sH. 

Mr. Theo, Davie said he was in favor 
of the bill, and regarded.it aa a coloni^^a 
tion road. Ho thought tho promoters 
were to bo congratulated on its produoiion, 
for BO fur as ho know such" a schema was 
not mooted a year ago. He* had not 
studied the bill, but saw some amendments 
that wore iiocesaary. Tho Chinese clause 
should be iiiiieiuied, but us there was to be 
a general Cliinuso ci-iuao inserted in all 
bills, that point would bo remedied. With 
regard tu the deposit, ho thought it should 
bo put up before the next general election, 
and if the promoteta meant busings it 
would not matter to them' whether it was 
thirty or ninety days in placing the de- 
posit. 

Mr. Galbraith said he did not see why 
a private bill could not be introduced 
without mixing it up with politics. The 
promoters of tho bill, he thought, de- 
aerving of credit fpr the way ib''wl>jpK it 
waa brought before them. He Had voted 
for overy railway bill that had come be- 
fore them, aa ho thought they were the 
greatest means of developing the country. 

Hon. Mr. Davio was glad to aee such 
unanimity on tho measure, and thought 
tho principle of the bill good and he only 
hoped more such roads would be- con- 
atructod. Aa to tho statements of the 
hon. member for Eaquimalt with regard 
to tho island railway charter ho was en- 
tirely wrong, for there waa no doubt that 
the charter gave thefh power to build a 
lino into the Saanich peninslila, though 
no land grant was given to them — the 
clauses read by the hon. membor only re- 
ferred to the land grant of the railway, 
He (Mr. Davio) would bo only too glad to 
soo another road built, so that you could 
go out by one and come in by the other, 

Hon. Mr, Smithe said that inreporting 
private hills the committee should report 
any departures that hud been made, so 
that the time of tho house should not be 
taken up in discussing it. In tho present 
bill this had not been dono, and the con- 
sequence was that tho time of tho house 
was frittered away. Important olauaen 
had been omitted, and the last clause ex- 
cluded certain necessary claasea from the 
conaolidated railway acta of Canada. He 
did not wish to oppose the moaaure, and 
thought that every membor of the houae 
must bo of aame opinion in reference to 
tho advisability of building tho road . Ho 
could see the great benefits that would 
accrue from thu building of tho road, not 
only to Saanich but to tho islands ad- 
jacent. Ho hoped the bill would go into 
coniiiiittoe, but not to-day, in order to 
give membors a chance to consider it. In 
granting these p ivate bills they should 
never lose sight of the public interest's. 

Mr. Raybould ^aid ho would support 
the bill ir the road was to bo of the regu- 
lation width and equipment, and the usual 
saving clauses from the Dominion con- 
sulidatod railway clausea were incor- 
porated. 

Mr. McLeese would favor the second 

reading of the bill. With regard to'Seotfonal 
feeling, when two railway bills were bo- 
fore the house the opposition to them 
came from the mainland mernbori, but in 
thia bill they all favored it. If there was 
sectionalism it wai. thorefore at the door 
of the members from Vancouver island. 
Ho thought railwoys should bo construct- 
ed, and whether they wore on tho main- 
land or island they would receive his hear- 
ty support. Ho hoped when ho returned 
to tho houae [laughter and hear, hear] to 
bo able to support a bill for the building 
of a railway into Cariboo [hear]. When 
that bill and the one to tho Similkamoen 
were before the houae, thoy were drawn, 
quartered and pitched unceremuniouily 
out [hear, hear]. Ho would give the pres- 
ent bill his support, and thought it could 
safely be left to the house as to the incor- 
p(jration or excluding of any special pro- 
visions. 

Mr. Grant favored the second reading 
uf the bill, and thought no 8trict,jr clause 
should be inserted in reference to a de- 
posit than waa asked of tho Canadian Pa- 
cilic railway. 

Mi: I'ooley could not let tho bill go 
without stating that he was fully in accord 
with it. When a bill oanie before 
them asking neither money or land 
gi ant, and which bore on the face of it such 
hnnafuh inteutiou to construct, he thought 
it .should be given the b.oarty support of the 
houao. He thotight tho settlors through 
whose loud tho railway was to pass should 
he protected in the acquirement of the 
right of way by the company, 

Tho motion that. the bill be read a second 
time was carried; to be committed on Wed- 
nesday.

^fJV^OJigBEMES CONTRAST-SD. 

Ono of tlie opiioaitinii preaa has recently 
raised a howl about tliu privilenea con- 
ferred on the DuDamuir (genuine) syndi- 
(ttte b}r .thD legislature,, with . reapeot to 
{tie dohVeyaiioV) of east coast lahds. It 
has been further aaid tltat the conveyance 
carried with it the precious motala — Lold 
and silver — coiitaiiu'd in the bolt; and iho 
present govoriiiiioiit have been blamed 
for want of foresight in permitting so 
grave an "outrage" to be perpetrated. 
Now, suppose that in conreying the land 
the government really surrendered the 
rights of the crown to the precious metals, 
wo have but to point to the Clements (bo- 
gus) Island railway net to shovr tliat the 
Walkem-Beaven government were guilty 
of the same want of foresight that their 
successors are charged with. The Clem- 
ents act (page 72, statutes 1882):* 

18. 'I'he government of British Ooluni 
bia, upon satisfactory sucurity having bauii 
given aa aforoiaid, and in consideration 
of the completion and perpetual and otli 
ctent operation of said railway by the com- 
pany, shall set apari; and reserve to tho 
company one millian nine hundred thous- 
and acres (more or less) of publio lands 
comprised within the area described by 
the following boundaries, viz: 

On tho south by a straight line drawn 
from the head of tSaanich inlot to i\hiir 
creek, on tlio straits of Fuca; on tho west 
by a slrulght lino drawn from Muir creek, 
aforesaid,, to Grown mountain; on the 
worth by a straight line drawn from Crown 
mountain to Seymour Narrows, and on the 
eoit by tho count line of Vancouver island 
to tho point of _ commoncement ; and in 
cluUinij all coal, i:ual oil, ores, .ilune.'i, cUiy, 
■marble, date, niines, mhi,er(Us,_and'inib- 
ilancen'utliatisoeoer, thereupoii, therein, and 
thereuiuler, and the company shall there- 
upon be entitled to take immediate pus- 
aession of the said lands, and use, occupy, 
work, niid enjoy the same, and grant 
leases thereof, and enter into agreements 
for the sale thereof, subject to the com- 
pletion of the company's title to the tiaid 
lands in manner hereinafter provided. 
Upon the completion of the said railway 
in accordance with the terms of this act, 
the government of British Columbia shall 
jfrant tho absolute fee simple of and in 
the said lauds to the said company. 

19. All farming squatters who have 
made permanent improvements, and who 
have permanently resided for not less than 
two years previous to tho passing of tliia 
act, upon any of the lands to bo granted 
in purauancu of this act, shall bo entitled 
to purchase from the oumpauy the lands 
upon which they have so resided, at the 
price of one dollar per acre; but all coal 
and other mines and minerals, in and un- 
der such lands, nhiill be reserved and 
granted to the company. 

Turning to tho statutes of 1874, (page 
64), it will bo seen that it is enacted as 
follows: 

3. There is hereby granted to the Do- 
minion government, for the purpose of 
constructing, and to aid in tho construc- 
tion of a railway butweou Eaquimalt and 
Nanaimo, and in trust to bo appropriated 
as thoy may doom advisable (but save as 
is hereinafter excepted) all that piece or 
parcel of land situate in Vancouver Is- 
land, described as follows: 

Bounded on tho south by a strainhi 
line drawn from the head of Saanich Inlet 
to Muir creek on the Straits of Fuca; on 
the west by a straight line drawn from 
Muir oreok aforetaid to Crown Mountain; 
on the north by a straight line drawn 
from Crown Muuutai« to Seymour Nar- 
rows; and on the east by the coast line of 
Vancouver Taland to tho point of com- 
mencement; laid inihulituj all cuul, coal 
oil, ortu, xlune.i, clay, marble, slate, minei, 
mineraU, ami substancea wliataoevtr tfusre- 
■apon, ihercin, and thereunder. 
Section 23, page (j?, enacts: 
23. Tho company shall be governed by 
sub-section (/) of the heroinbefore recited 
agreement, and eaoh bona Jide squatter 
who has continuously occupied and ins- 
proved any of the lands within the tract 
of land to be acquired by the company 
from the Dominion government for a 
period of one year prior to tho tirst day 
of January, J 88;!, ahrtli be entitled to a 
grant of the freehold of the surface rights 
of the said squatted land, to the extent of 
100 acres to each squatter, at the rate of 
one dollar an acre. 

It will be observed that while tho 
Olementa (bof^ua) bill only recognized 
squatters of years' occupation the 
Dunsmuir (genuine) bill recognized tho 
rights -of 8(|ualtora wlio had been only 
one year in occupation. A perusal uf the 
Clements' act further, shows that that 
company were not rf(iuired to sell the 
lands aci|nired by them a( one dollar or 
at any price per aero. They were to bo 
allowed to charge any Qgure they miglit 
name for the lands. Hut the Dpniinion 
company are compelled by the terms of 
aub-aeotion / to sell surface rights of 
their lands at 81 an acre for a period of 
four years from tho paasiog of the act. 
Hero is the section : 

(/.) Tlio lands on Vancouver Island to 
be so convoyed sliall, except as to coal 
and other minurala, and also except as to 
timber lands aa hereinafter mentioned, be 
open .for four years from tho passing of 
this act to actual settlers, for agricul 
tural purposes, at the rate of one dollar 
an acre, to the extent of ICO acres to each 
such actual settler. 

The terms upon which the minerals 
were conveyed are identical in both acts. 
If the Smithe government erred, the 
Walkem-Beaven govermnent were equally 
in error. But we contend that neither 
act conveyed tho gold and silver contained 
in the belt. Gold and silver are "roy^l" 
metals and cannot be conveyed unless ex- 
pressly named. Ilfowhere in either act 
are gold and silver mentioned. Old as 
well as recent English decisions can be 
produced to sliow that unloas they are 
mentioned gold and silver do not go with 
the land. Tho Dominion government 
havo laid claim to the precious inetaU in 
the railway belt; but thoy are also clainted 
by the province. There is nothing to 
show that they were convoyed with the 
lands, and tho 15. N, A. act exempts them 
unless tiioy aro expressly mentioned in 
the conveyance. Tho title of the province 
to the precious metals in - the 'Mainland 
and Island railway belts has never been 
'parted with.

-'Dtli, ISSO, lio 
obtained judgment for t2:!:!.0li, including 
the exorbitant interest ot 21 per cent, per 
annum, and coats. 1 objeclod to pay any 
auch interest, but was ready to pay tho 
principal. Mr. Sehl refused to settle un- 
less I paid the full amount of the judg- 
ment. Ho framed the judgmont and 
placed it in his shop window for public 
exhibition — a shabby and reprehensible 
method of blackmailing a inan into pay- 
ing extortionate charges.

Vale, 
latitude 49 deg. 33 min. 4-1 sec. north, 
longitude 121 deg. 2a min. 58 sec. west. 
Granite City is about the same latitude aa 
Emory, and one degree oaSl. Besides 
those two and tho Nicola route to ( Jranite 
City there is still another route from 
Portland, Orefron, to a place called 
Sprague, on the Northern I'acitic railway, 
and from there by trail 300 miles to the 
mines, but I believe the Hope route to be 
shortest and best of any for a wagon road 
from steamboat navigation to tho ^old- 
fields. However, the practicability of the 
ditl'erent routes can be readily determined 
in the spring by an exploratory survey.

All 
told it is atatud nearly 5000 persons not in- 
terested in the present strike will suffer the 
loss of their salaries until the Knights of 
Labor return to work.

It is said that the Canadian government 
has received a cablegram from Lord Gran- 
ville, instructing them not to carry out 
their expressed intentions of legislating on 
tho Chinese question, ponding the settle- 
ment with China of sumo ditliculties which 
the occupation of Burinah by the British 
has ;;iveii rise to, as England does not 
wish anything to be done which would 
interfere with the friendly relations be- 
tween Eiiglaiid and China. 

THK T.4X O.V UHI.VK.SK K.MKlIi.V.NTS. 

It appears that tho Chinese bill passed 
last session, imposing a tux of §60 on 
every Chinese person coming into tho Do- 
minion, is not so successful in its opera- 
tion as British Columbians, would desire. 
OertiBdates were granted' to all Ohitieao 
residents in the province at tho time of 
passing the nioasuro, ho that if thoy left 
the country for a time thoy would be able 
to return without paying the necessary 
tax, but the Chinese are the most deceit- 
ful people in the world, and they forward 
their cottilioates to their friends in China 
so that the latter may get into the country 
without paying the SuO imposed by law 
on new arrivals. Tho new-coinors person- 
ate those who sent thoni the certificates, 
and many land in this way. Tho only 
remedy would be tho withdrawing of the 
certificates altogether Representatives 
from British Oolumbia are endeavoring to 
get the bill amended so as to overoome 
the difficulty complained of. — Toronto

Inspector nioylau's Be|t/!>rt on 
DomliMioii PeiilientlaiiesT 

In his report on the penitentiaries of Cuu- 
adii, Mr. Jas. G. Moylan, iusjiector, refers 
u 7hij complimentary luauner to tho 
high order of offloienoy iu the penitentiary 
at New Westminster. The great change in 
tho appearance of the grounds since his 
previous visit is very highly spoken of, and 
Mr. FitsimmoDs, the deputy warden, praised 
for his zeal and abihty. Mr. W. H. Keary, 
accouutaut, ia also favorably mentioned in 
conuootiou with his efforts as schoolmaster. 
Both warden McBride and his deputy are 
rocommeudod for nu increase of salary, and 
better wages are also recommended to bo 
paid to the geuoral stidV. New (]nartors for 
the guards and other officer.^ are ruaom- 
mo;idGd to be built outhepouitentiary front, 
iu order to make them easily aviulublc in 
case of emergency, and also to overcome the 
frequent resignations among them' ou the 
score of living expenses. 

Tho couatrnction of another wing is 
strongly, urged by the iuspeator.to be at 
once uommenced,',aud this is recommended 
to be built ou the table laud instead of the 
Hlope, and the prison proper converted into 
chapels, schools, etc . A hospital is also 
stated as ii necessity. 

Tho thirty acres lyiug iu the ravine and 
owned by the Dominion, is proposed for 
fencing and cultivation. 

The old govcrumeut house and groiiuds 
is proposed fur conversion into a reaidenco 
for the wnrdeii, as ho and the deputy war- 
don now occupy the former's apartmouts in 
the penitentiary. Tho inspector ridicules 
the oouteution that the building should bu 
reserved from habitation because it formerly 
was the rosidouce of the first governors of 
Biritish Columbia, and that it commands a 
line view of the Frasor river. The iuBpoctor 
says: Rather ludicrous, particularly in view 
of the fact that the oows of the neighbor- 
hood—as I saw myself — enjoy tho shelter 
of tho hall and drawing rooms from tho 
fervidlieat of summer and the cold blasts 
of winter. One of the Ihrge brick chim- 
neys has fallen through tho roof and tho 
debiin covers the floor of one of the fine 
and spacious lower rooms. Tho whole 
building is fast going to ruin, and tho 
grounds, which would have been tilled 
and kept in order, if handed over to the 
penitentiary, as requested, are in wild 
disorder, overgrown with weeds and tho 
walks and terraces trampled out of sight 
and form by the trespassing cattle that 
are suffered to roam, ad libitum, over this 
portion of the penitentiary reserve, over 
which this dopartment is supposed to 
have jurisdiction ; but, singularly enough, 
can oxorciae no control." 

In closing, Mr. Moylan strongly urges 
that the residence be repaired and made 
habitable for tho warden, and- that tho 
other requirements unuinerated be also 
attended to. 

The expenditure for the twelve months 
ending 30th Juno, 1885, wore S27,77G 93, 
tho revenue being $1,041 ,io The avenigo 
daily number of convicts in the peniten- 
tiary during tho year was 92j The total 
amount credited to convict labor at 50 
cents per day is §8,384 50. 

The criminal statistics for the yoar alxow 
that 29 prisoners were received (10 being 
ftDUi Victoria), 14 whiles, 4 Indians and 
11 Chinese, twenty of whom are single, 
over half being between tho ages of 20 
and 30 years. The greatest number were 
aontencod for larceny; 10 were laborers; 
the longest sentence being ten years.

Lord Hartington and Sir Ilunry .lames 
have disujipointed the whiga and tho tor- 
iea alike. Their speeches this wook have 
been expected with eager interest, in a 
belief that they would consent to head the 
opposition to Gladstone, • Both decline 
point blank. The week haa been full of 
rumors of cabinet sobisnu and OOnaequent 
resignations, and many declare that the 
government will collapse next week; but 
this is not the opinion of the cabinet 
themselves. Chamberlain, however, is 
yet to be reckoned with. It appears that 
Ghdjt::!.:. hia definitely decided, on a 
sweeping measure of homo rule — his fav- 
orite notion — and that ho leans to Mor- 
ley rather than to Chamberlain, itoiice 
the proapeot-of jdifUoulty. But the fact is 
that nothing has iiifiuoncdd hiin. lie has 
his own strong views, and consequently 
tho schism ia sure to bo thorough, but 
immediate legislation is unlikely. The 
probability is that a declaratory reiolution 
in favor of giving an indapendont parlia- 
ment to Ireland will be proposed. If the 
government huld tof^ether the resolution 
will be carried and legislation postponed 
till next yoar. 

TllK LANl> QUKSTION. 

Meanwhile the land question may be 
tackled. Gladstone does not see his way 
to Giffen'a plan of wholesale expropriation. 
To add ?200,000,000 to the debt is ex- 
tremely ropuanant to hia tinancial concep- 
tions, even if the country would stand 
the enormous yearly charge involved, 
which is very doubtful. This is a crude 
question to the liberals, when thoy think, 
of their cuustituenta. If Gladstone can 
satisfy tliein ho will got his majority in 
tho commons in apito of Chamborlain'B 
opposition, if that should come. Jeasie 
Collings declares that Chamberlain will 
never consent to an Irish parliament. 

Parliamentary incidents are few but 
important. L ibouchoro's motion for abo- 
lition of the hereditary peerage was re- 
jected by 30 votes only m the houao of 
nearly 400 members. This, too, after 
hostile speeches from Gladstone. The 
premier admitted that large reform in the 
house of lords was inevitable, bat asserted 
that this 'would not happen in his time, 
and nleaded that when it should bo under- 
taken hereditary principles should bo pre- 
served. Ho also suggested the inoluaion 
of the bishops, showing his old tendotriess 
for the ecclesiastical profession. The 
radicals and Parnellites coalesced in the 
divisions.

" For a nice, every day, go-as-you« 
ploasu nuisance," .said tho depot master, 
"give HH! ail ancient and provlnclul 
woman. I am not an old man, nor have 
I been in this business very long, but I 
am getting gray Just tho same, and I 
bt lleve these women are responsible for 
It.

Leadvillk, Col., Feb; 5. — Cyris H. 
Minioh who was found guilty of the 
murder of Sfiiuuel Baldwin, on Oct. 
14, 1881, waa hanged here to-day in 
the presence of between 6,000 ami 
8,000 people. The gallow.s was erectetl 
about a mile and a half above liie city 
in a small grove of cedar trees, and the 
ground was covered with budw from 
three to four feet deep. Such a sight 
was never before witnessed in the West 
For three hours before the hanging the 
hills wore covered with ])e(>|ile trinl:,'- 
ing tlirougli the waist deep snow on 
their way to the gallow.s. While the 
snow^was so deep the .sun shone bright 
and warm, making it pleasant to be 
out of doors. Over 1 ,000 slei^ihs carri- 
ed the people to the scene. Ju many 
cases the horses mired, and the sleigl a 
stuck fast, in the snow, ami the peiqile 
abandonod their conveyances and made 
for the KcalVuld on foot. It is estimated 
that 5,000 men quit work in the mines 
to witness tliw execution. 

The ooiulcnined nuiii was curried to 
the .•jcull'i>ld in a four-liourse sk'ii,'li, and 
was aL'coni|iiiiO(.l by twenty guaril.s. The 
mountain pines in the vicinity were 
loaded down with nipn and boys who 
had climlicd into them, commanding a 
good view of the structure, and all the 
space for hundreds of yarils around was 
crowded with people in vohioles, the 
horses attached to which were half sub- 
merged in the snow. Minii-li jumped 
from his sled to the .slmIIoIiI unaiiied. 
After the usual ccreinonies on the 
scatibid, the cnndemned man stepped 
to the front and addressed llie large 
crowd : 

GHntlcnien: I wish to spf^ak to vou 
to-day, for I am not a guiltv iniiii. I 
konw nothing about ^lln- murder of 
Baldwin. I know imthing about it. I 
am liore through perjury and con 
spiracy, 1 propose to die for my (lotl, 
and expect to meet him iu a short 
time. There lias been a good deal of 
talk in the newspapers by p(>opl() who 
know nothing about me. I want to 
speak alone of niy family, and can 
show a good record from infancy up. I 
have no blemishes on my soul. The peo- 
ple are my judges, uiid have convicted 
me of murder, but i am no degraded 
murderer and robber. I want to speak 
of a wan named C'aK.serloigh. Me is a 
detective, or called a detijctive. but ho 
is not a civilized boing. Me is nlmo.st a 
murderer. He writes letters to my 
family in the east, which you will see 
in the newB}»aper8, trying to get money 
to go to California. Me has certitietl to 
reports that he knew were false. I was 
arrested in Alma on the 15 of October, 
two days after the niunler. 1 was in- 
nocent as a lamb led to the slaugliter. 
I knew of no attorney in Loadvilla, 
and did not want to. Casserloigh pro- 
posed I should hire Judge Rice for a 
lawyer, and was told by Judge I'icc 
there was nothing against me. 1 told 
Uiin my witnesses, and he said 1 would 
get clear without any trouble what- 
ever. 1 was brought into the court 
room that day as innocent as a lamb to 
the slaughter. He said I would get 
clear. He waa wrong. My last attor- 
neys were good attorneys. They diil 
all tbey could for luo, butditl not coma 
into the case until too late. 1 know 1 
am a siniiar; all men liavn sinned. Some 
of you here to day will meet iuh again 
and aome of you will riot, because you 
will not be able to go where 1 go to. 
1 am an innocent mon. Good by to all. 
Good-by. 

Several persons in the crowd 
answered, "tlootl by, (.'y." 

Minich then turned, and, kneeling 
under the noose, prayed with the Jiev. 
Mr. Armstrong of the Presbyterian 
church. Ho then sat down on the plat- 
form, and ]nilling oil his boots ]mt ou 
a pair of slipper.s. He had told the 
sheriff that he did not wish to ilie with 
his boots on, and the request was thus 
granted. Upon his feet ayain, the leatli 
or cuffa were adjusted about his wrists. 
During all this the doomed man did 
not quiver. He liau apparently resign 
ed himself to his fate, and for the first 
time since the sentence of death was 
passed showed that he had abandoned 
all hope. The straps were then adjust- 
ed about his ankles. 

At tnis juncture Minich interrupted: 

"I hope 1 have got friends hero who 
will do ino justice." 

He than stood silently waiting {ur 
the ordeal, The l.'eavy weight f(!ll and 
body shot into the air. .-Mthougli tho 
neck waa not broken, death was ea.sy 
There were only slight ellorts at a 
struggle. In 6ight minutes the |)ulse 
stopped and tlie body was cut down. 

As soon aa the execution was over 
the utmost confusion* reigned. The iw 
nicnso crowd started back to town pell- 
mell. In a short time 'JOO or 300 
sleighs wero stranded in the deep snow 
and the occupants struggling in the 
drifts. Sleighs containing from 15 to 
25 people were completely overturned, 
spirited horses ran away, and otiiera 
stood stolidly in the snow, unmindful 
of all danger. Jt was lutein the after- 
noon when the vicinity of the e.xecu 
tion was cleared of stranded sleighs 
and people lloundering in the drifts. 

The sleigh bearing the body was 
ov erturned' in the scrimmage, and the 
coflin rolled over and over in the snow. 
It was finally pulled out by the guards 
and from that on the sleigh was guard- 
ed on either aide by the lieputy sherifls 
on foot. 

Cyrus H. Minicli was found guilty 
of tiie murder of Samuel Baldwin, an 
ore hauler. Baldwin was an industri- 
ous man. He kept his family in Iowa, 
while he worked in the mines. He 
came to Loadville in 18112. He sent a 
regular amount of money to his family 
and placed his savings in the Bank of 
Leadville. The bank failed, and he 
lost $G00 of his savings. Then beplaccd 
his money in the F rst National bank, 
and when , tlie'' sutii; Had Veocb^d .$300 
that bftnkr Aim failed.? it£ter;'siich?ex-

perieuctis he resolved to have nothing 
further to ilo with the banks. He 
bought a large leather belt, which he 
wore, and lie kept hi.s savings in it. At 
the time of the murJer his money 
amounted to $1,700, He did not, 
among his friends, conc(a< the fic that 
he had the money. On Oct. 1-1, ISiS-t, 
while he was hauling ore, he was sot 
upon by three masked men, who .iought 
to rob liim. He fought violently, and 
succeeded in tearing of! the iiiask of 
Minioh, who, upon seeing that he was 
discovered, shot Baldwin dead. The 
three robbers then divided the money 
between them and left Baldwin's body 
on the scene, Minich was subaetiueiitly 
arrested, and such u chain of circum- 
stantial evidence was woven about hira 
that tho jury had no hesitation in find- 
ing him guilty. James Gillespie was 
also arrested with him, but waa dig. 
cliar};(!d for want of evidence. 

The mask which was torn oH Minioh 
was niad(! a Government mail sack, 
and the ownershi]) of the sack was 
traced 16 iMinich. Minich was a poor 
s|iendtlirift, and ho would not account 
to the odlcera where ha got the several 
hundred dollars of which ha came 
possessed. He told all sorts of stories.
